In a merry mood Mr, Churchill 
gave the thumbs up and “V for 
Victory” sign to the guard and 
Smiled and waved to the crowd. 

Later he inspected long lines of 
troops of all units, including United 
States marines. He talked and joked 
with them. 


Following the inspection Mr. 
Churchill was received by Regent 
Svein Bjornsson and met with the 
government of Iceland for half an 
hour. 

Mr. Churchill also inspected the 
hot springs area near Reykjavik 
and walked alone among the boil- 
ing springs. 

MILITARY CONFERENCE 

United States soldiers on Icelandic 
ponies rode up to meet him, work- 
ers stopped their tasks to watch 
him and girls came up to him and 
asked for his autograph.

Third—From under those who 
have been hoping that the expected 
Hitler peace offer would receive 
“serious consideration” from the 
democratic leaders—as though H't- 
ler's record left ground for believ- 
ing in anything but his abiding 
malevolence, particularly toward 
the United States of America. 

Finally—From under those senti- 
mentalists or pro-Germans who 
have been kidding themselves that 
the Germans could save themselves 
from the consequences of their ap- 
palling crimes by simply shaking 
off Adolf and offering to kiss, make 
up and—keep the plunder, 


WILL BE DISARMED 

Nazi Germany, it is affirmed in 
the principles, will be Gisarmed, 
unilaterally disarmed, along with 
countries like Japan which threaten 
or may threaten aggression, And 
all the peoples whom the Gergnans, 
Japanese and their quondam allies 
have conquered and dispossessed 
are to be fully restored as they 
were, 

Finally, the great mecting has 
manifested to all the world the 
complete intimacy of aim and the 
full co-operation existing between 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions and the United Siates, For 
this purpose the “mystery atmos- 
phere” was skillfully provoked and 
well built up, ending only when 
the president himself came ashore. 
If—as some think—both the presi- 
dent and the prime minister intend 
shortly to broadcast further explan- 
ations to the world, the impressive- 
ness of this meeting—which may 
well be followed by more meet- 
ings at regular intervals—will on:y 
be heightened, 


WIPE OUT DISBELIEF 

The declaration has gone far to 
wipe out the. disbelief abroad in 
American will to win as manifested 
in the evenly split vote in congress 
over the extension of the draft, a 
vote whose effect, it must be ad- 
mitted, was simply appalling, for 
how, foreigners said, can a country 
be taken seriously whose lawmak- 
ers seem determined to sabotage 
what little army it has, just at a 
moment of crisis? 

The British public is reported 
overjoyed by the promises of co- 
operation in the Atlantic, of get- 
ting supplies te Britain and Russia 
and of a commen resolve to stop 
Japan in the Far East. One Len- 
don writer announces 8 coming 
British-American production co- 
ordination board to be situated 
in Washington, 

To the conquered countries, the 
meeting, in the words of Jan Mas- 
aryk of Czecho-Slovakia, is a guar- 
antee of full and complete restora- 
tion, Only Vichy France, faithful 
to the Petain Jine, sneered at the 
declaration as something _ that 
“might have been valuable 25 years 
ago.” 

BLOOD-STAINED JOKE 


The Spaniards, more Axis than! 


the Axis, called it a “blood-stained 
joke.” The Italians, switching for 
once to Japanese forms of thought, 
declared that the Anglo-Saxon aims 
to be much the same as their owa, 
but useless because their authors 
were “insincere.” 

That the meeting got under the 
German skin was demonstrated by 
the attempt of a Berlin military 
spokesman to answer it by posing 
“eight questions” to the Americans. 
One of these was whether we "“be- 
lieve in the Monroe doctrine”—as 
though that doctrine had ever been 
conceived here as the conquest. of 
Latin America by the United States 
and the lining up of the conquered 
countries for the assault on Europe. 
The Germans insited that i! is not 
Anglo-Saxon talk but concrete Ger- 
man victories over Russia that are 
laying the foundation for the future 
Europe. 

As for the Japanese, their eyes 
seem finally te have come open to 

the fact that Britain and the Un- 
ited States do net intend to sil 
tamely by and watch Nippon selse 
Asia and incorporate it in any 
Japanese - ruled “caprosperity 
sphere.” Nationalist Nichi Nichi 
newspaper wrote indignantly that 
the United States wishes Jepsen 
to “return to the a'atus which ob- 
tained before the seisure of Wan- 
ehukue.”

Japanese Army In 
China Is Stalled 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19. — 
(AP)—Alfred Kohlberg of New 
York, a director of the American 
Bureau for Medical Aid to China, 
said Monday that Chinese army 
Casualties since the beginning of 
the war have been estimated at 3,- 
300,000 dead and wounded. 

“The Japanese army is making no 
new advances, but is stalled along 
an indefinite 2,000-mile front,” he 
said on his return by Clipper. 
“China feels that it can hold out 
indefinitely, and that, when Ger- 
many is beaten, it can get the aid 
it needs to drive the Japanese back 
to their island empire.” 

The Chinese army is composed of 
3,000,000 fighting men and 5,000,000 
members of the labor or training 
corps who could be thrown into ac- 
tion except for lack of arms, Kohl- 
berg said. 


America subscribes enthusiastical- 
ly to the eight principles of the 
declara‘ion, excepting the one re- 
ferring to carrying on the war. 

In Washington itself, the only 
adverse criticism, aside from some 
purely partisan criticism in con- 
gress, was that the declaration 
makes no explicit mention of the 
Anglo-Saxon determination to rid 
the world of Fascism and the doc- 
trines of aggression, as well as uf 
aggression itself, 


SUMMING UP 

Summing up, it is universally 
admitted that President Roosevell 
and Prime Minis‘er Churchill have 
made a chunk of history whose im- 
portance depends upon the follow- 
up they give it. 

German drives into southern Rus- 
sia have met with considerable 
success, The German claim to have 
reached the Black Sea beyond 
Odessa is generally accepted and 
this unquestionably constitutes a 
Russian defeat of considerable mag- 
nitude, South of Kiev, the Ukraiue 
is rapidly falling into German 
hands—minus its harvests and ‘ts 
burned houses and villages. Am- 
erican experts quite expect the 
Russians to defend the great town 
of Odessa to the last flaming ruin, 
Yet still there is no sign of a mili- 
tary decision. 


MILITARISTS THOUGHTFUL 

Two Russian stories leave Am- 
erican military men thoughtful, One 
is the Russian claim that a German 
tank force was annihilated by a 
“barefoot” Russian division that 
had fought itself out of a trap, but 
what sort of a division was this 
without shoes? Another Russian 
story was that the Germans are 
trying to “distract” the Russian 
soldiers by sending naked women 
to wander over the battlefields. 
Doubtless successful, if true, But 
why tell such stories if not to take 
Russian public opinion off some 
unpleasant reality at the front? Yet 
official Washington still withholds 
judgment as to the further pace of 
German advance or the final out- 
come, 

Vichy France remains lofty and 
sloof from America, but sappar- 
ently is not making any immedi- 
ate move toward giving the Ger- 
mans any of those things that 
might force lightning American 
counteraction—if Washington in- 
tends any. ~ 

Therefore, the American govern- 
ment is simply withholding judg- 
ment, Evidence of the amazing 
pressure Berlin is putting on Vichy 
in the effort to compe] full co- 
operation is the threat to arrest 
the mothers and fathers of those

Eliason said the United 
Farmers will give 100 per cent sup- 
port to the new society. 


DISCRIMINATIONS 

The main speaker at the meeting 
was Edward C. Fisher of Edmonton, 
who is president of the Alberta 
Pensioners Society Incorporated. 
Mr. Fisher said that the present 
system of class pensions is full of 


discriminations and possibilities of 
insecurity. He expressed belief that 
it would not be long before all wel- 
fare work along with pensions, will 
be consolidated into a national 
scheme. 

The amount of the pension should 
be raised from the existing $20 a 
month to $30, and the pension age 
reduced from 70 to 65 years, Mr. 
Fisher declared, 

Mr. Fisher stated that the So- 
ciety maintains that all pension 
schemes, private and public, must 
be blended into one great na- 
tional system, and enlarged to 
embrace all the people and to 
include all the welfare of the na- 

tion.

It is becoming reasonably apparent 
that whatever gains Germany may 
make in Russia before snowfall, the 
Soviet will probably fight on—at least 
throughout the coming winter. 

Will Hitler be able to consolidate 
his gains and turn aside, then, to a 
more profitable pom Or will he 
be forced to either maintain an offen- 
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away by naval aircraft. Not a ship was 
hit, and the convoy arrived unharmed 
at its destination after sailing the whole 
length of Mussolini’s “lake”.

French newspapers dominated by 
Vichy are beginning to whine to the 
United States and to plead for a better 
understanding of Vichy’s purposes and 
Vichy’s position.

Oil Royalty 
Period Spread 
Over 10 Years 


Aiming to stimulate oil produc- 
tien under wartime conditions 
and at the same time to give in- 
vestors a feeling of greater secur- 
ity, an order-in-council has been 
paceed by the provincial govern- 
ment extending the period of the 
existing reyalty rate on oll lands 
te 10 instead of five years, it is 
anneunced by Hon. N. E, Tanner, 
minister of lands and mines. 

On June 1 the province passed an 
order increasing the provincial 
royalty from 10 to 12% per cent on 
gross well production. This order 
was to hold good for five years. 
This period now has been varied, by 
passage of the new order, which is 
retroactive to June 1 and the period 
is fixed at 10 years. 

“Realizing the importance of 
greater activity in exploratory work 
and the finding of new fields and 
also the need for greater production 
for wartime purposes as pointed out 
by the Dominion oll controller, the 
government has passed this,” said 
Mr. Tanner, 

“The order setting the royalty 
rate for a period of 10 years will 
give investors a greater feeling of 
security and should result in in- 
creased activity.”

Apart from the local inflamma- 
tion caused by infection, I might 
say that the irritation of the bladder 


is caused by irritating substances | 


in the urine, which upsets the lining 
of the bladder, or the urethra which 
is the passage leading from the 
bladder. Such foods as onions, as- 


paragus, garlic, alcoholic liquors, 
often have a direct effect in in- 
creasing bladder infection already 
present, as they contain irritating 
substances which the body must 
eliminate through the urine. 

Those inclined to cystitis usually 
suffer more during the cloudy or 
wet weather. 

One of the mechanical causes of 
cystitis is prolapsus of the abdomi- 
nal organs, and the sagging organs 
will be sufficient to cause a direct 
pressure upon the bladder, and 
thereby irritating it: 

If the urine is highly acid, it is a 
good plan to use doses of milk of 
magnesia in water, which will 
neutralize the .urine and conse- 
quently cause it to be less irritating. 
However, if the urine is normal, as 
far as the acid content is concerned, 
then this substance need not be 
used,

Cystitis may occur at any age and 
both men and wemen are affected. 
Very frequently it is secondary to 
prostate trouble in men over 40, and 
in such cases of course the treat- 
ment for the cystitis is to relieve the 
prostatic condition. Temporary re- 
lief may be obtained through the 
uSe of the hot sitz bath. This is 
taken by sitting in the ordinary 
bath tub with only the hips and 
feet inmersed. Allow about nine 
and sit in it twenty minutes, A cold 
inches of water to run into the tub 
pack placed on the forehead or at 
the back of the neck will relieve 
faintness which may develop while 
sitting in this hot bath. 

In very severe cases of bladder 
inflammation loca] treatments such 
as a bladder wash may be necessary, 
and it is advisable to consult a 
physician for treatments of this 
kind, but in cases of mild or moder- 
ate severity, the suggestions that I 
have outlined will help.

One of Edmonton's more out- 
standing architects, and winner of 
8 gold medal in a Parisian world 
competition in architecture, Ed- 
ward Collis Hopkins, 84, of 11209 
123 street, dled Monday following 
a brief iliness. He was a patient 
in a city hospital. 

Born in Montreal, Mr. Hopkins 
received hig education there and 
learned his profession with his 
father. He and his father were man- 
agers of the architectural firm of

Mr. Hopkins came to Edmonton 
in 1906 as government architect and 
became the first president here ol 
the Association of Architects in 
Canada.

Retired from active participation 
in the profession since the First 
Great War, Mr. Hopkins designed 
the Prince of Wales Armouries, the 
Brown building, the Great West 
Saddlery and the Pantages theatre 
as well as many others. His work 
was well known throughout the 
Dominion, particularly in Eastern 
Canada. He designed the Ice Palace 
in Montreal for the occasion of the 
visit of the Marquess of Lorne at 
the turn of the century. , 

Mr. Hopkins is survived by one 
daughter, Mrs. F. C. Young of Ed- 
monton; four grandsons, Stewart 
Hopkins, Harrison, Campbel] and 
Ned Young; three granddaughters.
